By Experts

SCHENBCTADY, N. Y.—Experi- 


ments conducted from .station WGY

long distance radio communication. 
From a small isolated cabin, es- 
pecially built- for the purpose, en- 
gineers of

Electric 


company have been sending 
out 


broadcast programs on 107 meter3 
•wave length, which have-been pick- 
ed up and rebroadcast on higher 
wave lengths by eight British sta- | 
tions. 


As high as 10 kilowatts were used 


in sending, which meant taking spe- 
cial precautions against danger to 
those handling the apparatus. The 
transmitting station had to be built 
far from other structures. Persons 
in the hut could not carry metal 
pencils or watches, and shoes with- 
out nails had to be worn. 


The short wave signals 
were 


transrnittsd so clearly that rebroad- 
casting 3000 miles away was found 
easy. 


Steps have already been taken to 


establish^the rebroadcasting system 
on a permanent basis. 


Once every 
two weeks it is 


planned to give British listeners the 
treat of hearing WGY or KDKA at 
East Pitts-burg, Pa. The broadcast- 
ire will take place between 6 and 7 
o'clock, eastern 
standard t i m e, 


which is between 11 and 12 at night 
in England. 


The American short wave signals 


are received at an isolated station 
about 15 iniles fr'nm London. They 
are intensified and sent over a line 
"••ire to the broadcasting station in 
London, from which they are re- 
broadcast on a higher wavelength. 


PUSH-PULL AMPLIFIER MAKES 


TWO TUBES WORK LIKE FOUR 


BY ISRAEL KLEIN 


A two-tube push-pull amplifer 
that equals thro* and even four tubes 
of an ordinary amplifier has been 
deaifnvd for the benefit of radio 
fans. 
It is one. of the many ways by 
which radio engineers 'have been try- 
ing to obtain clarity and volume ir. 
amplification, to free radio of its 
bugaboo of. distortion whenever more 
tha-rt two stages of audio-amplifica- 
tion are attempted. 


In the circuit described here—one 


of the varieties of push-pull ampli- 
fication—two tubes and two middle- 
tapped push-pull transformers give 
amplification equal practically to 
three stages of a transformer coupl- 
ed amplifier. 


Th« idea of the push-pull ampli- 


fier is this: 


Two audio-frequency transformers 


with a tap in the exact middle of 
each of their secondary windings, 
are connected so that the two out- ' 
side ends of one secondary connects 
to the grid of each tube, while thu 
outside ends of the other secondary 
are joined to the plate of each tube. 


More Efficient 


Thus, a positive and negative feed- 


back system is established between 
the tubes, resulting in greater effi- 
ciency from both. 
While one tiibe 


has positive feed-back-and tends to 
howl, the other has negative feed- 
back and absorbs and prevents howl- 
ing. 


The parts to this amnlifter arc: 
Two push-pull amplifiers, Tl and 
T2. 


Two tubes and sockets, UV201-A. 
One rheostat, 6 ohms. 
Wire for connections. 
The .B battery of the receiving se; 


should be stepped up to 120 volts 


Hookup Diagram of the Push-Pull Amplifier 


aud .a C (battery of about 6 volts 
should 'be connected between the pri- 
mary of the second transformer and 
the negative of the A battery and 
filaments. 


Since connections are easy, in this 


amplifier, and there are few parts, 
there has been no attempt to dn- 
seribe any afanggnients of the parts. 


The Transformers 


A mechanically inclined fan may 


try building his own transformers, 
although 
middle-tcppcjH audio-fre- 


quency trransformers for push-pull 
amplifications 
are 
on sale. The 


transformers should be of the low 
ratio variety, 4 to 1 'being about the 
sest. 


.. A good one may 'br made by as- 
sembling two transformer windings 
on one core. The core consits of 
two U-shaped pieces of soft iron, 
butted together, to form 
a rec- 
tangle. The windings are put over 
the joints. They are the primaries 
and secondaries 
of two low-ratio 
transformers. The primaries 
ar<s 


then connected together in series, 
with the two outside connections of 
the primaries 
and 
secondaries 


brought out, and a tap brought out 
where the two inside connections of 
the secondaries are connected. 


By reversing the secondary leads, 
the amplifier may be tested for <best 
results.

possible to make the ball behave a 
trifle differently. 
Variety in pitching is most es- 


sential. 
Unless a pitcher 
mixes 


them up, the opposition will soon- 
er or later adapt itself to his reper- 
toire. 


No pitcher should overlook the 
great value of a curve ball.

farmers' land in most states will foe 
confiscated by the state. 


Overhauling of our ideas of taxa- 


tion and a new program with respect 
to expenses and revenue of govern- 
ment, Dr. Ely declared was neces- 
sary in "the present—a new era. in 
economic evolution." 


The true underlying cause of in- 


creased and increasing 
public ex- 


penditures, Dr. Ely stated, is founJ 
I'TI the development of state end na- 
tion as cooperative institutions for 
promoting 
tho 
general 
welfare. 


"The burden of public expenditures 
is crushing, unless everybody puts 
his shoulder under the 
load 
and 


helps to carry it. The tendency in 
recent years, however, has been to 
concentrate the burden upon a por- 
tion of the community through di- 
rect taxes and i'ncome taxes." 


Dr. Ely called to notjve that while 


taxes show no tendency to fall, but 
on the contrary a tendency to in- 
crease, farm land value as compar- 
ed with their greatest height alboiit 
1920 have fallen over twenty per 
cent according to estimates of the 
bureau of agricultural economic of 
the_ United States department of 
agriculture.

HE BEST RECIPE lor putting any people 
in bondage- is to give them a constitution 


which cannot be amended and let the courts 
construe it; and then let special privilege ap- 
poir.t great corporation lawyers as judges. 


The Constitution of the Unite<i States and the 


U. S. courts are exactly such a constitution anil 
system of courts, except that there is a way ot 
.•unending the constitution. 


But it is a hard way. One way is by a con- 


stitutional convention. We have never been able 
to ti.su this method. The other way is almost as 
difficult./Two-thirds of one Hou.se of Congress 
must vote to submit the amendment. Then two- 
thirds of thp other house must vote to submit 
it. Then state legislatures must not only make 
up their .minds to vote to ratify it, but must 
actually vote on it, and it is .not adopted until 
three-fourths of the legislatures have voted in 
favr v of it. 


When the constitution was a code of general- 


ities which touched our lives in few ways, this 
•»•;;•= not >~o bad. but now our government lias be- 
come so centralized that the i'eclcral govern- 
ment governs us more than do the states. 
It 


governs labor. It governs capital. 


And the- United States government i.-; the con- 


stitution plus thr matter that has bcei; con- 
strued into it and out of it by the courts. 
AVe 


have all that hard road to travel if we. the peo- 
ple, try to amend it: but. the court.- are working 
at it all the time. 
And the courts arc in the 


hands of corporation lawyers, in the main, who 
hold office for life and are appointed, not elect- 
ed. 


Thirty years or so ago there was put forward 


in Iowa a proposal that we adopt an amend- 
ment to the amending clause of the constitution 
••o as to make future amendments easier and 
to make it possible to get rid of bad amend- 
Mc:its 'if we should fasten any such upon tk-. 
This Gateway Amendment would make it pos- 
sible for congress, by majority vote, to submit 
amendments, which should be effective as a 
part of the constitution when adopted by a ref- 
erendum vote of the whole people. 


This may seem to ninny to rr.akc amendments 


loo easy. But it might be made much less lib- 
eral and still remove our present grievances. 
One thing is certain: As long as our constitu- 
tion can be amended only by the present la- 
borious methods, it is idle to talk of our gov- 
ernment as a democracy, or our people as be- 
ing a free people.

Postmaster General, is to adorn the one-cent 
stamp. 
That of Washington appears on the 


two-cent stamp. Theodore Roosevelt, for the 
firs: time, enters the ro'.l of national heroes to 
be commemorated on United States postage. 
An excellent engraving of one rf his portraits 
is on the five-cent stamp, which is most fre- 
quently used on foreign mails. Martha Wash- 
ington's portrait is engraved on the four-cent 
stamp. 
The other Americans portrayed are 


Presidents Jefferson, Monroe, Lincoln, Grant, 
Hayes, Garfield, MeKinley and Cleveland. 


All stamps above twelve cents bear pictures 


of some theme symbolic of American history, 
or some noted building or scene in the United 
States.
